MPC is apenitentiary!” Rubin says 


Jerry Rubin, the revolutionary au- 
thor of the book DO-IT, and co-defend- 
ant in the Chicago Seven conspiracy 
trial appeared on time to speak last 
Friday night despite rumors saying he 
wouldn't show. 

Wearing a bright purple and yellow 
tie-dyed shirt, and ignoring the po- 
dium set up for him to use, Rubin 
joked, exhorted and reminisced on 
what he called the absurdities of the 
Chicago Conspiracy trial. 

Raising his fist emphatically in 
the air to an occasional cry from the 
audience of "all power to the people," 
Rubin discoursed, using rhetoric "of 
the streets," for well over an hour on 


the many subjects that comprise his 
discontent with current American ways. 
At one point in his talk, in ref- 
erence to him being barred from spe- 
aking in Santa Barbara and Berkley, 
Rubin asked the audience "What the 
hell's the matter with this place?"

in joking wonderment as to why he 
hadn't been barred here at MPC. Ru- 
bin then suggested to the students 

in the audience that they burn the 
school down (MPC), to liberate them- 
selves from its oppressiveness. This 
suggestion was received by silence, 
then, a mixture of laughs and ap- 
plause. 

Turning his talk to Julius Hoffman 
(Judge at the Chicago conspiracy 
trial) Rubin said "every judge is a 
Hoffman...you've seen one, you've 
seen them all," and then went on to 
add that Hoffman was a Yippie. Rubin 
related several anecdotes about the 
trial, one in particular, was about a 
juror nicknamed Mrs. Baldwin by the 
defendants because she was seen read- 
ing a novel by James Baldwin. Well, 
according to Rubin, Mrs. Baldwin was 
on the defendants side, rooting for 
them so to speak, and yet in the end,

Some other highlights of Rubin's 
talk were his statements that the 
burning of The Bank of America in 
Santa Barbara was "an act of love" 
and in regards to the alleged attempt 
to put LSD in the drinking water sys- 
tem in Chicago during the Democratic 
National Convention in 1968, Rubin 


ookstore 


Bob Siler, representing the MPC 
student bookstore workers, announced 
to Parliament on Monday that the em- 
ployees of the bookstore want a 
raise to a minimum salary of $1.65 an 
hour. 


Siler said that if Parliament (stu- 
dent government pays student bookstore 
workers) doesn't come up with the 
raise, then the workers will have no 
choice but to strike. Siler estimated 
that the raise from $1.50 will cost 
Parliament an extra $13 a week. 

The original request by Siler also 
asked for a nickel an hour raise after 
150 successive hours of work by book- 
Store employees. Parliament amended 
this to a nickel an hour raise per se- 
mester for every worker. 

Siler stated that a proposal from 
Joyce Bird, MPC Financial Aids Officer 
was sent to Dean Jack Bessire concern- 
ing student employees' fees. This 
proposal is now before the board of 
trustees but it will not éffect the 
bookstore workers as they are payed by 
ASMPC. 

The final decision by Parliament 
concerning the bookstore was tabled 
until the next meeting, presumably 
Monday. 

In other action: Parliament appro- 
priated $212 to go to the Alpha Gamma 
Sigma award fund.

Amphitheater 
To Be Built

They walk around 15 miles a day, 
and when they arrive in a town, they 
camp out or stay in private homes.

Every few days they stay ina 
town for a whole day and set up an Ps 
"Ecology Festival," which consists of

Participants 
talk to local residents and often 
learn more than they teach. 

Accompanying them on the Walk are 
three trailers containing supplies, 
a bus and a car. Those who find 
their feet are too sore to walk can 
ride awhile. Once in a while they 
find some shade and rest, drinking 
any available water. 

Along the way they planted some 
flower seeds. A nurseryman offered 
to give them 2000 trees. People have 
given them food. One day they found 
four abandoned puppies beside the 
road and gave them away a few days 
later. 


Once they stopped for lunch in a 
park, only to be informed that the 
park was government property and that 
they couldn't even relax and eat 
there. They had to go all the way : 
across town to find another park. 

They are becoming healthy, deeply 
tanned and are making many friend- 
ships, many of which will last for 
life. They are also gaining a bet- ci 
ter understanding of ecology. While 
walking, one sees flowers, trees, 
smog and tons of litter.

Under the Administration proposal, 
students whose family income is below 
$10,000 would be eligible for subsi- 
dized loans, similar to the present 
NDEA loans. All subsidies on the 
guaranteed loans would be eliminated-- 
that is, the interest payments while 
the student is in college and the 


the Federal Government and puts it on 
the students." 

She was referring to the fact that 
by placing primary emphasis on high 
cost student loans and by apparently 
confining grants to students from 
families in the very lowest income 
brackets, it puts most of the costs 
on the students themselves. 


Administration spokesmen estimated 
the association would be able to fur- 
nish up to $2 billion in student 
loans in the first academic year the 
plan is put into effect.

President Nixon proposed to Con-

The Vietnamese war does little to 
stop the malnutrition and disease in 
Viet Nam, but Dr. James Turpin does. 
He runs an independent, non-profit 
42-bed hospital in the Central High- 
lands village of Da Mpao in Tuyen- 
Duc Province. 

Located in the heart of Montagnard 
country, the hospital treats anybody 
who comes for aid, Viet Cong and 
South Vietnamese alike. "We don't

The American Council on Education 
Said the message represented "a se- 
verely constrained Proposal for Fed- 
eral aid to higher education" that 
would dismantle much of the existing 
Structure of Federal aid programs. 


subsidy to the banks when the going 
market rate exceeds seven percent. 

The student would not have to pay 
interest on a guaranteed loan while 
he is in college, but the interest 
would be deferred and added to his 
payments after graduation. He would 
have to pay whatever interest rate 
is being charged, but the proposal 
would permit him to refinance his 
loan if interest rates declined. 

The National Student Loan Associa- 
tion would be a private, profit-mak- 
ing corporation which would purchase 
Student loan paper from financial in- 
stitutions and from post-secondary 
educational institutions. It would 
finance these purchases by issuing 
dividend-paying stock on the private 
market which would be Federally 
guaranteed. The corporation would 
raise capital through sale of its 
stock to educational and financial 
institutions and private foundations. 

The purpose of the new association, 
a Bureau of the Budget spokesman 
said, would be, "to increase liquidi- 
ty in the student loan market, thus 
enabling lenders to increase the to- 
tal amount of loan money available to 
students, and thereby making loans 
more accessible to all students."

What happens to the Viet Cong after 
they get well? Turpin says he knows 
of some Viet Cong who have simply re- 
turned to their homes to grow food 
and provide for their families. 

The Montagnard people of Da Mpao 
respect the doctor and have given him 
a Vietnamese name which means "the 
doctor who remembers us." The doc- 


tor has a high opinion of them, too.

Turpin’s Hospital Serves Both Sides 


awer-for, you. 

With a war being waged in Viet 
Nam, one might think that Turpin and 
his small staff would be in some way 
limited by the U.S. Government, like 
politically. But Turpin gratefully 
acknowledges the fact that they are 
not restricted in any way. But then 
they are not tied to the U.S. Govern- 
ment in any way either. Turpin says 
that they get no Federal funds for 
the hospital, and he adds, "we're 
neutral." 

Turpin has had a lot of things 
happen in that hospital in the Cen- 
tral Highlands of Viet Nam and he 
has put those experiences in a book 
titled "Vietnam Doctor," which is 
available at the MPC library. 

But Da Mpao is only one of the 
outposts where Turpin has set up a 
hospital. There is one in Hong Kong, 
Mexico and one right here in the U.S. 
in Tennessee. Turpin calls his 
treatment of helpless people "Project 
Concern" and it was started nine 
years ago. 

After attending medical school and 
the Chandler School of Theology, 
where he became an ordained minister, 
the Kentucky-born Turpin set up a 
$50,000 a year medical practice in 
Coranado, California. "But I didn't 
like the way I was living," reminis- 
ces the doctor, "and I was showing 
Signs of ulcers." 

On a trip to Tijuana, Mexico, 
Turpin found many of the people there 
suffering from various diseases. "I 
began going there on my days off" re- 
calls Turpin. "Then I realized some- 
thing--I needed those people as much 
as they needed me." So the doctor 
chucked his $50,000 a year practice 
and started Project Concern. 


Today, the operation is staffed 
by 147 doctors, dentists, nurses, 
pharmacists and volunteers, and over 
34 nationalities are represented on 
the staff. 

If you ask Turpin what he has 
learned about people over the past 
nine years, he'll reply that no mat- 
ter how sick, deprived or illiterate 
people are, they will not give up 
their dignity. And then he'll tell 
you how people suffer from malnutri- 
tion in Viet Nam. But when a truck 
rumbles through a village and just 
dumps a sack of rice in the dirt 
without stopping, Turpin will tell 
you, those people won't touch it. 
They won't surrender their dignity. 
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ti-War Coffee House in Seaside; an 
at The General Store in Carmel.

Walk For Man 


Want to do something to protest 
misery and sickness? How about walk- 
ing from Monterey to Salinas in Pro- 
ject Concern's Walk for Mankind? 


Dr. James Turpin, founder of Pro- 
ject Concern, a non-profit, privately 
supported series of hospitals in Viet 
Nam, Tennessee, Hong King, and Mexico, 
is organizing the Walk for Mankind in 


order to raise money for his hospi- 
tals. The walk, said the Kentucky- 
born doctor, will be staged on May 17 
and will depart from the Monterey 
Fairgrounds. At the same time a 
group will leave from Salinas enroute 
to Monterey. 


So how does he get money from 
this? That's simple. Each person 
who participates in the walk gets a 
sponsor or sponsors to pay him a cer- 
tain amount of money for every mile 
he walks. No limit is set on spon- 
sors or how much they pay. It can be 
10¢ or $10.00 a mile. 


Interested yet? Well here's what's 
done with the money: 65 percent of 
it goes to help Project Concern's 
fight against disease and the remain- 
ing 35 percent is to be used in the 
Monterey area. Of that 35 percent, 
said Turpin, at least five percent 
will go towards stopping the drug 
problem on the Peninsula. 


But that's not all. As the march- 
ers walk to Salinas, noted Turpin, 
they're going to pick up litter along 
the highway. Everytime we pick up a 
piece of litter, he said, we're going 
to put a flower seed in its place. 


Turpin said, "The motto ot the 
walk is not ‘Burn, baby burn,' but 
"Build, baby, build." He said the 
Walk for Mankind was an opportunity 
for young people concerned about dis- 
ease to do something.
